THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE — ROCKINGHAM, SS. 


To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a village 
district in the Town of North Hampton, organized under pro- 
visions of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote 
in District affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the garage 
of Robert A. Southworth, at 19 Atlantic Avenue in 
said District on the first Tuesday of September next 
(the 5th day of the month) at eight o’clock in the 
evening (8:00 P.M.) for the following purposes: 


1. To elect a Moderator, a Clerk, three Commis- 
sioners, a Treasurer and an Auditor for the en- 
suing year. 


2. To hear the reports of the Clerk, Treasurer, Zon- 
ing Inspector, and other officers of said Dist- 
rict, and to take such action as may be desired in 
regard to same. 


3. To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to allowing the same discount on District taxes 
as is allowed by the Town of North Hampton on 
town taxes.

To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to giving the Treasurer of the District authority 


to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the District will vote to accept in whole 
or in part the budget as submitted by the Munici- 
pal Budget Committee. 


6. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be needed for the purposes included in 
the budget, including (under the caption of “‘Mis-

6. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be needed for the purposes included in 
the budget, including (under the caption of “‘Mis- 
cellaneous” if not otherwise therein referred to) 
the extinguishment of fires, the lighting or the 
sprinkling of streets, the planting and care for 
shade and ornamental trees, the supply of water 
for domestic and fire purposes, the construction 
and maintenance of sidewalks and main drains 
or common sewers, the construction, mainten- 
ance, and care of parks or commons, the main- 
tenance of activities for recreational promotion, 
the control of pollen, insects and pests, the ap- 
pointing and employing of watchmen and police 
officers, the enacting and enforcing of zoning 
regulations, and all other District expenses for 
the ensuing year. 


7. To transact such other business as may legally 
come before said meeting.

Commissioner’s Report 


1966-1967 


1. OLD LOCKE ROAD: By vote of the Towns of 
North Hampton and Rye at their annual meetings on 
March 14, 1967, Locke Road has now been renamed 
“Old Locke Road” to differentiate it from the other 
Locke Roads near by, one in Rye near Rye Harbor, 
and the other in Hampton, south of the Five Corn- 
ers. Following the recommendation voted at our 
District meeting last September, the Commissioners 
were influential in having articles for this change of 
name inserted in the warrants for these two town 
meetings. We have had our signs changed according- 
ly. When this road was first built, around 1910, it 
was known as the “New Road”’. 


2. CHAPEL ROAD: The Ritchie house has been 
completed this year on the former Music Festival 
lot on Chapel Road; and three more new houses are 
now under construction on this road within the Dist- 
rict, as listed in the Zoning Inspector’s report. Chap- 
el Road, which became a finished road around 1904, 
received its name from the site of the original out- 
door Sunday services of Union Chapel. These were 
held in the cathedral pines along this road, near 
what is now the junction with Old Locke Road, for 
about two years prior to the erection of the Chapel 
on Willow Avenue in 1877. 


3. STORM DAMAGE: After a relatively peace- 
ful winter, our coastline was hit by two unusually 
late northeasters, one on May 24th and 25th, right 


after the full moon, and the other a month later. 
These two storms caused much erosion of the Head, 
and littered the Parking Area with debris. Heavy 
damage was suffered at the Bath Houses and Fish 
Houses, and along the shore. The Commissioners had 
the gravel walk in front of the Fish Houses repair- 
ed, and had’ the new garden area south of the Fish 
Houses cleared. The sand was washed away from 
the top of the bathing beach but had returned by the 
end of July. 


4. PARKS AND COMMONS: The Dis’rict raid 
$241.95 to the Garden Club this year for our half 
share of maintenance of the flower garden east of 
the Fish Houses and of making a new garden border 
in the area west of the Fish Houses and north of the 
Parking Area. The Rye Beach-Little Boar’s Head 
Garden Club is to be congratulated for its work 
here, particularly for completing the attractive new 
garden at minimum cost in spite of the storm dam- 
age this soring. These two flower gardens contrib- 
ute greatly to the beautification of the Ocean Boule- 
vard in this town. 


5. MOSQUITO CONTROL: This past fiscal vear 
we have had five sprays to roadsides and inhabited 
areas in the District. We have tried various sprays, 
but have found Baytex to be most effective. 


6. SIDEWALKS: Only minimum maintenance of 
sidewalks was done this past year. It is planned to 
proceed this fall with extensive renovation of bad 
sections of our concrete sidewalks. 


7. ZONING: On March 38, 1967, the litigation with 
Viahos Realty Co. Inc., begun by the District in 1963 


to enforce our Zoning Ordinance, was terminated by 
a compromise settlement. Under this settlement the 
defendant paid all of the District’s attorney’s fees 
and expenses in the litigation in lieu of the penalty 
for late erection of the fence; and the contempt 
finding against the defendant was vacated. 


8. DISTRICT OFFICERS: Last September the 
Commissioners appointed Robert B. Clement a mem- 
ber of the Zoning Board of Adjustment for a five- 
year, term, following the expiration of the term of 
Ralph H. George; and William P. Fowler was ap- 
pointed zoning’ inspector for one year. Lois 8S. Moore 
is retiring as Treasurer this year after serving for 
seven years. The Commissioners thank her in behalf 
of the District for her conscientious work as Treas- 
urer. 


9. ANNUAL MEETING: All voters and prop- 
erty owners of this village district are urged to at- 
tend the annual meeting at 8:00 p.m. on Tuesday, 
September 5, 1967, in Robert Southworth’s barn, at 
19 Atlantic Avenue.
